they do not let . reach you, you cannot know. I recognize, this, but 
..history will. not. her may your own conscience act soma later date; 
nor those of your children. 

T hope this letter res cites you. I have no way of assuring that it 
will. But what I do know is that it will haras in .in 'my; -files and will 
be a record for history. 

In a few minutes I can. put into your hands a few of the. unpublished 
documents from- my unpuolishsh work that, at the very least, will • con- 
vince - you the official Juryebt Iks, felon. of the President is. murder is 
wholly unacceptable . I believe that when, you sac 'them you v.ill agree 
this- is s, very • considerable undsrs-tat snout. Further, I have and can 
give, you .-.copies of official' documents that establish, clearly, that 
your. Just-murdered brother was being fra neb with - a r e spons ib il l ty not 
his in. the defects of the. investigation of the President’s mure er. 

Once, you have satisfied yourself that there is. something fee whet I 
say, there is -little limit to what I oan give you "by way of evidence 
that .1 think., at this, dabs, you shculd want. 

Further, I can take you, or anyone in vhc" se hove mutual cruse, to 
witnesses who will give you more do toil-, about the . aelibsraten.es s 
with which the in /os citation of the Pmicisni's murder was mi cue ailed. 
Or, perhaps I saa bring them to you. 

Senator, you nay ru-v. no- way of knowing the c; tent of the evident c 
that disproves the. Warren Report,' and without doubt you have every 
reason to trust : . " re from whom you have gotten your misinformation. 

I ssaare you the id once contrary to the official fairy-tale is 

overwhelming, tha: there is no solid evidence to support it, that 
the most' significant errors were not accidental - I believe crimi- 
nality is involves, including perjury and its subornation - and that 
more than those immediately culpable had knowledge. 
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The a w were your brothers, so your personal I033 is greater- But 
unis Is say country, and that is enough for m to do what I believe 
I crust. Alone among these of us find in.: fault with the Warren re- 
port, I have, at some :-oos.t to myself, defended a course of conduct 
by you and the brother of whom you have just bean bereaved that I 
could not defend in myself, a course of conduct I would have found 
Intolerable for :u. 'irons though I balls vs it to have bean, I can 
understand it, sod I can understand that the suffering of your 
family has been great. 

Perhaps that failure to do something about the completely unaccept- 
able official sc counting of the President} & murder has been and 
will be en ancouragement to chose wanting now political assassins- 
t Lons . If I rasy hope ; not, I cannot assume otherwise . This is 
something chat may yet haunt you. Unless you take sons meaningful 
step to satisfy yourself, personally, that I a si not celling you the 
truth, that I do not 'hare- the evidence.! offer you, you will have 
yourself to live with. 

I will go to your office at any mutually agreeable time for as 
little or as long a period as you stipulate, and I will bring with 
me just enough to show you. that there is and can be no doubt about 
what I say. Better, you or anyone, you may designate may come here, 
but an hour and a quarter from your office, and I will show you or 
him much mors, 

la making, you this offer, X ask .but one -thing} The preservation 
of my rights in this material the collection of which has consumed 
four- years of my life - a pace not even £ Kennedy has kept anc at 
a cost that has r.e deep in debt. You may, on this basis, have 
copies of anything and everything I have. We can make them here,, 
on my copying machine. This includes not only official evidence 
and my extensive correspondence about it, but even the fruit of my 
personal investigations. 

If there Is any assurance above this thst you would like-, ask it 
of me . 

That it is already' too late is the fault of 'many. Do not, I beg 
you, let it be your responsibility if It gets even more too late.
